FASHION STALKS TME STREETS OF

[ hove sten ne phice in all the world 
where more attention is given to dress 
than a this remote Andean city. Even 
the homblest citizen possesses a ortawny 
coat and silk hat, reserved to be wort 
only pen great ocemsions. Those whto 
can affon) it don this garh regularly in 
the alternoon, changing with almost equal 


relanity to evening dress int smdows, 


The use of the walking. stick is universal. 

Thos itis that the streets of Boxtom 
present the appearance of a Turopenti 
capital, with even more stress on formal 
attire than is at present customary in 
Europe. The tailors of Bogota, and their 
name i legion, receive fashign plates 
from Lonlon and Paris iy every mail 
and strive to outdo each other in dressing 
their patrons according to the latest styles. 

This attention to dress extends even 
to Shoes, and boothlacks ‘swan arotl 
the cmzen with clirty footwear like thes 
arcund a molasses jog. Thinking to avoid 
this nuisance, | always mine certam that 
my shoes: were clean before sallying forth 
irom my hotel. Tut it was of ne avail. 
The boothlacks insisted on domg the work 
over again, and on many occasions fifteen 
minutes after one voungster had finished 
with me T have been approached by an- 
other whe insistec] on repeating the per- 
formance, 

When one’s shoes positively refuse to 
tolerate further application of polish, the 
energenic beothlack gets down om his 
knees, flicks imaginary dust from one's 
toes. ancl attempts to collect half the price 
Gf at Full shine, 

Needless to sav, the result of all this 
attention to dress is highly pleasing to the 
visitor, who may find, however, that the 
clothes he has briweht from home— 
clothes which he has considered) suitable 
for all oceasions—fail to meet the rigid 
TeqUiremenits of this South American 
capital, where formality is the rule, and 
few liberties are taken.

Luly, at & o'clock, Hernando called fot 
me at my hotel, and we started out te- 
gether for the market place, At this early 
hour the streets were empty, save for 
laborers EOINY to their work: cargadores 
bringing in Toads of fruits and vegetables 
from the surrotniding ecuntry ; aol digni- 
hed seforas, closely veiled in black, has- 
tening home from carly tiass. In the 
Maza of San Franciscu a few energetic 
students; aut earlier than thetr fellows: 
were walking op and down, ruuling their 
lessons in a low ponotene, 

[ think it was the market place which 
mate me realice more clearly than any- 
thing else that | was io longer in Central 
America; All the way from northern 
Mexico to Panam | had seen and een 
the same fruits and veyetables, | fund 
seen beans, corm, and squashes remain 
supreme among the staple for@dstutts. 
with only the addition of a few frurte— 
the Iminann, the orange, snd orhers—to 
break the moreteny of what has always 
impressed me as one of the least attractive 
iets in the world.

Here in Bogota | saon realized that | 
had lett behind the beans-corn-and-squash 
complex and had entered into a new 
rerion, the Andean sone. ir which the 
potato replaces Indian corn to a large ex- 
tent, while other roor ereps4s — enon, 
hibias; artacachas, and choguas—play im- 
portant rfes. (see pages 144, 145, 147). 

| was ititerested in testing these prod- 
ticts; so T arringed with the cook at my 
hotel to prepare them for me. With the 
exception af the potatoe, they are nt often 
seen on the tables of the well-to-do; they 
gre staples among the lower classes, but 
are relegated to the background ly those 
who can afford to do sn. 

I think the arracacha is the one mst 
hkely to please the palate of a northerner, 
It suggests the parsnip in character, but is, 
to my mind, of better flavor and] textare 
than that somewhat unappreciated vege- 
table, In the homes of the hermbler folk— 
also,on the best tables 
in Bogota, for this veretable enjoys wide 
popularity —small chunks of arracacha 
root are often found in the savory sence 
cho, a sort of South American [rish stew,

When properly made, what really delec- 
table dishes ther can be! “The mention of 
the word calls up memories of the Hotel 
Victoria and of sr sefiora Mercedes, who 
did the catering ; generous, substantial sou! 
was she, who, judging our capacity by her 
own, never failed to set before us meals 
which would satiafy the most mvenous 
appetite. 

t was the cold ‘season i. Congress was 
in sessitm, and three Deputies and a-Sena- 
tor honored the Victorla with their pat- 
ronage. Nightly we gathered about the 
long table in the huge, chill, dimly lighted 
dining room, each of is wearing a heavy 
overcoat. 

With what pleasure we hailed the ar- 
rival of those steathing bowls of sincocho, 
‘destined to serve more effectively than 
any overcoat in keeping down the shivers 
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which were commencing 
to creep up OUT spines | 
What chunks of jmcy 
beef, what thick slices of 
turnips and carrots, what 
succulent bits of arrn- 
ceacha, and of the golden, 
mealy, chestnut-flavored 
Andean potato were hid- 
den m the bottom of that 
savury stew ! 

The hibit (Owrality

Tt occupies an entire 
city squire of large size and is divided 
into a number of sections, each devoted 
to some particular product or group oi 
products. Herninido knew just where to 
fo for everything, and in response to my 
request would lead me to the best shops,

However, Dam 
not going toask you to buy it, I am po- 
Ing to make vou present of these verses, 
and you can tendér me whatever the gen- 
erosity of your nature suggests,” 

What beggar in the Lintted States could 
have commanidel the elegant phraseology 
of this ragged native of the Andes? Ani 
as. thus reflected | read the verses and 
saw that we had heen grossly defratded 
of our ten cents; for they were not sec- 
otic! class, as he had stated, riot even third, 
hor vet fourth. They were execmbile—a 
thoroughly had investment ! 


FOOT TRAVELEMS ARK SOCIAL OUTCASTS 


Et was during this same day that we 
began to appreeiate the handicap under 
which we were traveling. Tt had never 
eccurred to na-when we set out that we 
would be social qutcasts berause we were 
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on Toot; yet such appeared to le the case. 
Two or three sia inns at which we ap- 
plied for lodging turned ws down with 
Hit exctises, — 

In Volombia a genthetian gocs always 
on horseback. To the simple inhabitants, 
therefore, of the small Andean villages 
through which we passerl we constituted 
a puzzling anachronism, Fron ott clothes 
and our general hearing, we appeared to be 
reapectatle foreagners, but—we were on 
foot, and driving a burro!

Cnce past the prosperous town of 
Citadines, we began the serious birstness 
of climbing the huge face of the escarp- 
ment, the central cordillera of the Andes.

divers, after having been reftsed shelter 
at the mear-by in. All night the rain 
pattered on the conf, and morning found 
1s waiting for it to clear up, so that we 
enuld proceed. 

Towarl noon we pushed on, and at 
night wide Athan, a town of some size, 
whence travel lw oxecatt is possible tu 
Facatativa. Up to this point the reid 
from Hoila had been sitable only for 
pack aml saddle animals, With much 
perstiaston, the lady who cavned the hotel 
agreed to take ts in, though she was ob- 
viously dubiows regarding our character 
and probably expected os to slip cut the 
next morning without paying our till, 


iAREIEL ENTOVS A SEW DIET 


Gabriel was helding ip well and had 
thus far shown no aversion to the corn 
and alfalfa which we had affered hint, m 
spite of the very different diet to which he 
had heen accustomed at Honda.

A CLIMATE THX? NEARLY FPERFICT

From time to time im the long history 
af the Cevlon Péarl Fishery breaks have 
occurred. The spat has vanished, the 
young oysters have been swept away liv 
wiverse currents or have been destroved 
ty Tapes felt, 

After one of these mtervals, Insting 19 
vears, a pearl fishery was opened in Pel- 
ruary, 1925. 7 he svientific operations 
were in the hands of Dr. Pearson, Marine 
Macher st - the Caovermnent of Ceylon, 
and: Mr. Hl. Malpas, both of whom 
hive ata muny years of study and re- 
search to the life history of the pearl 
oyster.

But George Nusch bad won a 
place in history and in the hearts of Ins 
countrymen that well deserves the an- 
nial Whitsentide party the city stages 
for him | 

This is the pageant of Whitsuntide 
which the tourist must tot miss, Each 
yer some thousand or more.of the town's 
inhabitants don the costumes of 1631 and 
reenact the whole drama of the Seve, the 
capture, and the emptying of the Pokal— 
with the exception that the Gearge Nusech 
af toslay doesn't have to drink the whole 
three quarts: Tt all done with superh 
accuracy of detail, with sprit, gusta, ani 
rare batrionie power. 

It would not be possible, of course, to 
eive this dim as it 19 piven, were not 
Rothenburg itself still very much as it 
was in tmedlieval times. To be sure, the 
mont has been drained, save for-a pond 
or two, and peaceful gardens and orcharils 
erow where once its turbid waters flowed. 
But the wall ts still there, repaired and 
complete, and the very towers where once 
the arquelases fired futilely at Tilly's men 
at aris, 

Moreover, the townsmen of Rothen- 
burg, with splendid appreciation of their 
native place, have refused to let any mod- 
eth innovations ¢reep into the architecture 
or the city's streets; Wena house or a 
highway within the walls needs repair. it 
is dome in a way to preserve its ancient 
appearance, Rothenburg to-day looks as 
it must have looked long betore Colum-

This fascinating town ts the sort of 
Wace tudrive an artist aml, since every 
corner, every shop, every tiny red-niled 
house, is a picture: As for the Rathaus, 
with its beautiful Rengiteaticve doorway in 
the immer court, the Jakolskirche, the 
Franciscan church, the Hurgtarm, the ro- 
mantic Topplerschlosschen, and the small 
Gothic Kobollzeller Church, built-in 1472, 
with its amusing double spiral staircase, 
which two persons cai ascend at once 
withont seeing each. other—all of these 
van be, have heen, and will be painted 
nuvain andl again, for the delight of all 
those who find pleastire im medieval 
beauty, 

Indeed, strolls about Rothenturg im 
summer are rather complicated by the 
number of easels and tripods that chatter 
the streets, each with a hard-working 
artist attached, 

Most tourists @o first, mid rightly, to 
see the Rathaus, though not all of them 
climb ite 193 steps to the top of the tower. 
Those who do so, however, are well re- 
warded by the view of the town and en- 
virons, the valley of the Tauber, and the 
river tseli—a silver nbbon tied arcu 
the preer, 

The older part of the Rathons was lanlt 
m 20, while the newest part dates trom 
the Renaissance, 1572, and Inter, ancl is 
notable for its baleony, oriel windows, 
portion, and the aforesaid staircase tower.

Those 23 days grew to 39, for the way 
was: longer and the coing worse than any- 
ene had expected. 

The route from Paoatow lay to the

Ours were the inferior Chinese animals 
and had other peculiarities which we had 
to homer. Mor one thing, they fed best 
in the morning, after resting; so we trv 
eed in the afternoon and evenme, 

Our short, fat Chinese cook found this 
arrangement deplorable and we shared 
his opinion. THreakfast and jane Hh were 
telescoped inte one meal, culled “lrunch,” 
tuken abeut 10 o'clock in the morning.

Sometimes, however, Chinese ancl Mon- 
wil ideas of medicine are disconcerting.

‘The next 
day 1 found hind outside the chief Budd- 
dust temple, engaged in performing a 
ling series of prayers and prostrations 
prescribed by a friend in the priesthood 
as an infallible remedy for fever. Of 
course, he had taken my medicine, Init 
ienored the adyice that went with it. 

The Aln Shan Mongols are well-formed 
aud heathy, They are short, thickset 
men with round, brown, weather-heaten 
faces; not Jean and spare like ‘Tibetans, 
liut solid and mmacular, They walk like 
football players in hobnailed shoes, the 
shoulders somewhat forward and the feet 
set down like stumps, perhaps becatise of 
the enormens hoots with flat, stitt soles 
which they have wert from childhood. 

In Wane Ve Fu the country Mongol 1s 
only aovisitor; though a frequent one, and 
his character has Jeft its mark in every 
etal of the city. 


TILE CHINESE ARE TRADESMEN ANT

Most of the town's working populn- 
tion 1s. Chinese, from Chenfan, im harness, 
190 miles to the west, across the desert. 
Life is hard in Chenfan and the land is 
very poor; therefore many people niyrate 
to Wane Ye Fu, where there 1s a market 
for their labor as merchants, gardeners: 
catters, and blacksmiths, ‘They are gladly 
received by the Mongols, who do not care 
to do these things themselves and yet need 
the services rendered. — 

Rich Mongols have irrigated trait ane 
yepelable candens adjoining their houses, 
on the edge of town, hat the gardeners are 
generally Chinese, 7 

The Mongol may move to a town-and 
learn letters. but he always remains far 
more apitat praying aml riding than trad- 
ETL, 

There are only two cities in Aln Shan— 
Tingkew, a salt market and shipping 
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point on the banks of the Yellow River, 
and Wang Ye Fu. The latter hes in a 
well-wateret!] coast below the western 
flanks of the Ho Lan Shan. -From the 
forts di the toll one books out to a level, 
yellow honzorm Almeost-all the country is 
desert, with wells here and there which 
are hee) for watering goats, sheep, horses, 
and camels. 

I was unnble to obtain an accurate esti- 
mate of the population and the regent 
seemed amazed that | shoul! make in- 
quintes on the subject.

Ostensitly, a Mongol king rules Als 
Shun, and his brother, a Mongol duke, is 
ferent in fis steal, But in reality the 
power lies with the nearest Chinese parri- 
son, for the Mongols of the present day 
are too poorly armed and ton tew im nium- 
her to oppese the Chinese with success. 
When two Mongols quarrel, or go to law, 
the case ts decided by the Mongol author- 
ities ; but if the suit is between a Mongol 
and a Chomese, it crocs to the nearest Chi- 
nese official for decision. 

Farmers are constantly coming up from 
China to settle on the larid. At first they 
pay trent to the nomad owners, andl all 
is well, but eventually the land changes 
hinds. The new occupant often refuses 
to pay rent. and for lack of deeds and 
lanmarks the Mongol 14 almost sure to 
lose liis Tnwsuit. after which he goes away 
amartiig from the injury and without 
means of rechress. 

When Chinese settlers become tumer- 
ous mm any one Incality, Chinese officials:
